'‘I'he following day a strong head wind 
detained us till evening, beatiog through 
the straits of Scio, and alternately tacking 
from its wooded coast to Chrsme and Asia 
Minor This beautiful arm of the sea, once 
celebrated as the scene of the defeat of An- 
tiochus, has in letter days been rendered 
doubly interegliug by tbe striiggles of Oreecb; 
it was at Cliesme, that in 17TO the Uussian 
Admiral Orlow destroyed (he Ottoman 
fleet, and it was io this -ame strait (hat in 
1822 the modern Themistoeles coosigned 
to destruction the author of the Sciute Mas¬ 
sacre. The view on either shore was splen¬ 
didly beautiful; but on both, the assocations 
of ineinory cast a feeling of di<igual over ev¬ 
ery object; we could not look on tlie ver¬ 
dant hills of Scio without a t huddering re* 
collection of the slaughter that had so lately 
stained litem, whilst the opposite and equal¬ 
ly beautiful coast was alike detestable as 
the home of its perpetrators. But whilst to 
us the scene was any thing but a pleasing 
one, there was one individual on board our 
vessel to whom the s'ght of this devoted 
island served to summon up the most heart 
reading rellections. This was a young 
Greek lady of twenty two or twenty three 
years of age, a native of the island, a wit¬ 
ness to its massacre, and a destitute eiile 
in consequence of the murder of her family.' 
She was now on her way with us to Smyr¬ 
na in order to place herself under the pro¬ 
tection of a distant relative, whom she hop¬ 
ed though faintly, to find still surviving — 
She sat all day upon the deck, wnlrhing 
with wistful eyes tbe sh res of ber native 
island: at every approach wbich our vessel 
made towards it, she seemed strsioiog to 
recognize some scene that had ouce been 
familiar, or perhaps some now deserted 
home that bad once been Ihe shelter of her 
Irieuds', and when, on (he opposite tack 
we, again neared the Turkish coast, she 
turned her back upon i's bated hills to watch 
(lie retreating shores of her desolated Lome< 

I hud not been aware o( her being on board 
usher natural retiring habits bad prevented 
her appesring upon deck during the early 
part of the voyage; but as she drew near 
8cio, feeling seemed tu overcnnie education 
and prejudice, snd she sat all day beneath 
the awning tu satiate herself with gazing 
and with rfculleclion. 

Towards evening we drew near the ru¬ 
ined tunu, built on the sea shore, at the 
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foot of a wooded hill, which had been Ihe 
site of the ancient city of Scio. Its houses 
seemed all roofless and deserted, whilst the 
numerous groups of tall Sc graceful cypresses 
which rose atnidat them coolrasted sadly 
with the surrounding dcsohaiion; all was soli¬ 
tude k silence; we could not devery a single 
living creature on the beach, whilst from 
the shattered fortress oo tbe shore, the blood 
red Bag of Mahomed waved in crimson 
pride above (he scenes of its late barbarous 
triumph. At sunset the wind changed; 
we passed (Ire Spalmadures and Ipsara and 
rounuing the promontory of Frythrm, en¬ 
tered (he bay of Smyrna. As we caught 
the last glimpre of the ruins of Scio, the 
unfortunate lady pointed out the •einaina 
of a house to the north of the town which 
had been her father's; it was now in ruins, 
and as clearly a* we could discern, appear- 
etl to be of large dirnensinirs, and situated 
on one of the inost picturcsqrie pniuis of 
Scio. Her name she said wa^ Kalerdji, 
and her fatlier had been one of the commis¬ 
sioners for collecting the levenne nf'ihe 
Sultan from the gum-uiastic of the 
On the breaking out of the rcvol'iiinn in 
the Moroa, strong spprebcnaion« ol a sim¬ 
ilar revolt io Scio were euteittiined in the 
Divan, and a number of the urusi disiin 
goished Greeks of tbe Island were selected 
to be tent to Cnnstaatinople as hostages 
for the loyally of the remainder; smongst 
these were her fatfaeriind her only biother: 
herself, her mother and two elder listeis 
being left alone In Scio. 'Tranquilrty cud. 
linoed uodistorhej in the island for more 
(ban a year} though the abcounts o( the 
reiterated auccesses of the Morenia were 
daily stirring up (he energies of the inlisbi* 
laotV) whose turbulence was only suppres¬ 
sed by the immediate dread of the Ttukish 
garrison io tbe Geooese fortress oo tbtj^i-h 
(he only slroog hold To Scio. '' 

One evening, however, a iquadron of three 
vessels, manned with Samians, entered tbe 
harbour, attacked (he uiiauspectiog garrison 
and aided by the lowest rabb'e of the tuwo 
succeeded in dispatching the guard and .fa¬ 
king possession of (he fortress. But the

Kalenlji spent the few intervening days io 
. vain but poignant regret, and, in the seclu- 
I sinn ufiheir bereft mansion, knew nothiog 
of what was passing at tbe town; where 
whilst the Greeks were occupied in sup¬ 
plications and submission to (he Captain 
Pacha, and (he Turks in false protestation 
of forgiveness and amnesty, the troops of 
the Sultan disembarked at the fortress.— 

At length the preparations for slaughter 
were completed, and the work of death com- 
uienced. , 

It was on the evening of the 3d day from 
the arrival of the Turkish admiral that the 
family of the wretched being who lived to 
tell the (ale, descried the flames that rose 
from (he burning mansions of (heir friends 
and beard in (he calm silence of twilight, 
the distant death-scream of (heir butchered 
(owDsmen; whilst a few flying wretches, 
close pursued by (heir infuriate murderers 
told them but (oo truly of their impending 
fate. As one of the most important in (be 
valley, their family was almost the first 
markeil out for murder, and ere they had 
a moment to think of precaution, a party 
of Turkish soldiers beset the house, which 
afliirded but few resources for refuge or 
concealment. From a place o( imperfect secu- * 
ity, the distracted Phrosine was an invol¬ 
untary wilue>-s to the murder of her miser¬ 
able sisters, aggravated by every iiisnlt sml 
indignity suggested by bdit.ality uiid c iuie 
whilst her frantic mother whs stabbed upon 
the lifeles corpses of her violated olf-pritig 
Satiated with plunder the nionsieri lelt 
Ihe house io search ot lariher nctims whilst 
she crept from her hiding place to lake a 
last farewell of her butchered parent, and 
0y for refuge to the mouiuaius. 

She had scarcely dropped a tear over 
the immolated remains of all that yy-n dear 
to her, and made a step towards Ihe door 
when she perceived a fresh parly of d.'cmona ^ 
already at ilie thieshold. Too late to re¬ 
gain her place of refuge, deaili, with all iis 
aggravated horrors, seemed now inevilnhle 
till on ihc mom. rit she adopted an expedi¬ 
ent. She n«iv towoid-the heap of slaugh¬ 
ter, sines I‘d hern '.f wiih Ihe stiM o /in; 
blood ol her moihei, amt tailing on h.-r face 
beside her, elm lav in iliuolesa as d. aih.— 
The Turks entered Toe aparlineot, hot find¬ 
ing their errand aiilicipale.d, were acuui 
departing when one of them, observing a 
brilliant sparkling ou the finger of Pin oune 
returned to secure ii, I ie lifted tbe njipnt- 
enlly lifeless h.rnd, and alleiiipted to Jr.iw 
it off; it bail, bosievei been (oolong, too 
dearly worn; it was the gift of her affianced 
husband, and had lamed till it was unw 
only lobe willulrawii from tbe finger by sn 
effort, 'ihe Turk, however, msde hut 
quick work, after in vain twisting her deli¬ 
cate band in every direction to accomplish 
his purpose, he drew a knife from his gir¬ 
dle, and commenced slicing off (hu (lash 
from (he fiuger. This was tlm last scene 
she could remember. 

It was midnight when she awoke from 
the swoon into wbich her agony and her 


Tfie Raid of Cilfeefirisf.—Bordering 
clans, like, neighbouring nations, were never 
upon terms of hereditary concord; vicini¬ 
ty prorluced rivalry, and rivairr produceil 
war. For this reason, Ihe Mac Donels and 
Mac Kenziea were never long without 
some act of hostility or feud} firing houses, 
driving herds, raising rente and slaughter 
ing each others clansmeo, were feats of re¬ 
creation, which each was fvilliag to exercise 
upon his neighbor; and if either was more 
deficient than the other, it was more from 
want of opportunity than lack of good will 
Among all Ihe exploits which were thus 
occasioned between tbe two clans none 
was more celebrated, nor more fearful, than 
the burning of tbe Cillechrist, (Christ’s 
Church:) it gave occasion and name to the 
pibroch of (be Glengarrie family and was 
provoked and performed in (he following 
manner. In the course of a long succession 
of fierce and sanguinary conflicts, (be Mac 
Lelans, a race wbo were followers of the 
Mac Keoxies, took occasjon to iotercept 
and assassinate the oldest son of Donald 
Mac Aogus of Glengarrie. Donald died 
shortly after, and his second son, who suc¬ 
ceeded to the Cbieftaiocy of the clan, was 
too yoong to undertake the conduct of any 


of (be Mac Kenzies, reckless of danger in 
the ardour of the pursuit, followed also at 
(he leap, but less athletic (lisu his adversa¬ 
ry, he failed of its length, and slipping on 
the aide of tbe crag, held by (he slender 
branch of a birch tree which grew above 
him 00 the brink.

1 might here rest rof remarks, and for¬ 
bear to say more on the subject, but being 
in possession of some facts, which may not 
be considered iromsterial—the tendency of 
which may be, to exhibit matters more ful¬ 
ly to public consideration, t shall not con¬ 
clude this preseotatiop, without submitting 
them also, I have already sajd, that a meet* 
ing was held on the §i!d of January; pre¬ 
vious to which lime, the opinion of Mr. 

Clay and'bis friends were but little known 
—conjecture alooe pointed out wbat prob¬ 
ably their course would be. On the sa< - 
ceediog Monday, the opinion prevailed, Ih^t 
they had taken iheir ground; and in a few 
days afterwards Mr, Clay's military cbiefiaio 
letter, as it has been styled, was written to 
Judge Brooke, of Va, of whom he speaks as 
a particular friend. lo that letter, be men* 
tions bis difficult, "highly critical” situation 
—the interrogaiion to his conscience, and 
the course he had resolved lo pursue. Thus, 
to a particular friend, on the 28th of Janua* 
ry, and not earlier, was a declaration made 
of thecourae he bad concluded to take. 

B'hy the neeeiaity of a silence so long, and 
to rigidly preserved? 

This Saturday evening meeting, and the 
course which bad been resolved upon, form¬ 
ed generally on Monday the subject of 
conversation. The Senate having adjourn¬ 
ed, GeneralJacksnn and myself were pass¬ 
ing from the capitol, being yet within the 
enclosure, and near to a flight of steps 
leading to the evgnue, when Mr. Clay, 
coming diagpnally oq our route, from the 
House of RepreaenUtives, passed very 
near, and without speaking. He was pro¬ 
ceeding down the Bight ot steps in front of 
the building, and we were in the act of 
deacendine, when some person coining op 
accosted us. At that rnomem, Mr. Clay, 
turning round, Observed, '‘how are you lo 
dej, Se neral? with a manner somewhat 
4aA«(Tlssed, as though he had just then 
discovered him.— The salutation was re¬ 
turned, and Mr. Clay passed on. Imme. 
diately afierwanls General Jackson re 
marked to me, that Mr. C. seemed dis¬ 
posed lopass him wiihout speaking—iny 
answer was, "as he has concluded to vote a- 
gainst you, General, I suppose he is soli* 
cilouB for no further intercourse:” we drop¬ 
ped the subject. 1 had never before per¬ 
ceived Mr. Clay thus distant with Gener¬ 
al Jackson, having been previously quite 
the reverse; and well knowing, from our 
near proximity at passing, that it waa alto¬ 
gether improbable be should not have ob¬ 
served ua. 1 looked to this coyness 
on his part as a Circomalance corrob¬ 
orative ot wbat had been the reports of the 
day—a determination taken to support 
My, Adams. 

Bravious to the annunciation of this 
meeting on Saturday, I had not distrusted 
the result of the election. As regarded ihe 
course Kentucky would take even conced¬ 
ing the force of Mr. Clay’s influence, I fell 
there wm security in these considerations. 
That so far from there being any thing ot 
good, there had been an unfriendly uoder- 
atanding, very lately subsiSiing between 
Mr. Adams and Mr. Clay: That Mr. A- 
dnaos was not Ihe choice of Kentucky— 
bad not been thought of nor voted for 
there; and of all the persons premnted lo 
the public, would probably have received 
the most ineonsideiable suffrage in that 
• aUtd. That Mr. Crittenden who stood at 
thib head of ibd electoral list for Mr.Clay, 
||nd whose npini^s of the preference and 
tboice of Kentucky, I hence inferred, might

Those who attended it, 
being participants in wbat was done, haVe 
never yet declared the particulars. 1 have 
though in my possession a communication 
from a genileroan formerly of Congress, 

(not from Ibis state) and heretofore the 
friend of Mr. Clay. He gives the reason 
why be is no longer that friend. To a 
letter which was lately written to him by 
me, this is his reply. 

‘The bargain of 1825, between Messrs. 
Adams and Clay I remember well was free¬ 
ly spoken of by many members of Congress 
although I had no personal knowledge of 
any fact, which would warrant Ihe belief, 
that the contract existed; besides the high 
estimation in which I then held Mr. Clay 
forbade my suspicions on any accusations 
not supported by positive proof; that proof 
was nut afforded me, and 1 held him 
guillless:-Yet there were some circumstan¬ 
ces of unfavourable appearance, and which 
as the friend of Mr. Clay I waa sorry bad 
existence, The circumstances to which 
allude were the continued silence&. lengthy 
reserve of Mr. Clay's friends, in publishing 
or letting it be known, how they would 
vote; and the fact that the Kentucky dele- 
aation who voted for Mr- A. bad a meet 
ing to determine upon their course, as I 
was informed by one of them: at which it 188 a 
was said to me, that upon the question being 
proposed to Mr. Clay for whom shall we 
vote, he answered in substance, ‘that in 
case General Jackson should be elected he 
believed the adiDioisiratioo'with its weight 
would be opposed to him, to prostrate him 
that should Mr. A be elected he fell sat¬ 
isfied it would not be so; but that he hoped 
no personal considerations (or him would 
induce them to act coniiary to their desire.' 
Upon these circumstances 1 have often re¬ 
marked that Ihe first was not in character 
of KtMiiuckiaos, and that the last was the 
stmngeSi appeal which could be made to 
a man's friends, and Ihe heaviest requisitions 
which could be levied on their attachment. 
Until a very short time since I had not 
been convinced that Ihe bargaio had been 
made as executed, and 1 even now regret 
that I sra constrained to admit it; but be¬ 
lieving it, I shall leave nothing undone, 
which cao be bonnurably performed to de¬ 
feat ibe Coalition.* 

Anthony's oration over the dead body of

Beyond this, 1 look ai Ihe 
tariff with an eye to the proper distiibution 
ol lahor; and to revenue; and vviih u view 
to discharge oor national debt- I am one 
of those who do not believe that a national 
debt is a national blestiog, but ratlwr a 
curre to a republic; inasmoch aa il is calcu¬ 
lated to raise -vrouud the adininistration a 
monied aristocracy, dangerous to the liber¬ 
ties of Ihe country- This tariff'—1 mean a 
judicious one—posseraes more fdociful than 
real danger- I will ask, what i« the real 
situation of the agriculturalist.

An Abridgement of Statistical infonnation, 
extracted from Darby's Geographical Dic¬ 
tionary. 

The aclusi pepuUiioa of the U. Statea, 
in I.8‘i6, Was prubably within a fraction of 
12,000,000, of which the basin of the Mis¬ 
sissippi coniaios 3,000 000 and the Atlsotic 
Slope the remaining 9 000,000. But we 
find that in Ihe last quarter of a century, if 
we rejected all below thousands, that while 
the total population of the United States 
increased from 5,319,000 le 12 000.000, 
that the population of this central basin la- 
creaaed from 700,000 to 3,000,000. This 
disparity of these two sections, in the rale 
of locrease will be, at least, as great during 
the neat 25 years. Upon this euppositioo 
then, in the year, 1851. when the total pop- 
ulaiion amount to 26 953 OOU, that uf the 
central basin will amount to 10,136,000. 
The territory contained in the Atlantic 
Slope amounts to about 220,000 square 
miles, or, 140,800.000 acres. The territo¬ 
ry contained in that part of the central ba¬ 
sin which enters into this estimate aroouala 
to 800,000 square miles, or 612 000,000 of 
acres. The relative surface of thertwn por¬ 
tions then is II to 40. 'I'hs density of pop¬ 
ulation on the Atlantic Slope is a fraction 
more than 36.

MR. BATON. 

Major John H, Eaton, U..S. Senator 
from Tenne$ge,lhe colleague, the friend, 
and the biographer of Gen, Jackton, baa 
come out with the promised publication in 
reply to Mr, Buchanan and Mr. Clay, 
friend and foe—in which Mr. Senator Ea¬ 
ton makes but a small figure. Whatever 
Mr. Edtoo believes or tbioks he says, and it 
is nut from siicb a man as Major Raton (a 
man of very moderate fame) that great 
views of things can be expected. As an 
evidence, as far as his knowledge goes, he 
is reapeciable—but as fur bis reasooings, 
deductions aod views of things, we should 
be little inclined to rely greatly on them. 

The interpretation he gives to Mr. Clay’s 
speech at Leaingtoo relative to the letter 
which appeared in the ^'Columbian Observ. 
er” at Philadelphia, is entirely erroneous, 
completely in violation of the obvious or 
the intended meatling of the sentence, and 
contrary to every rule of fair grammatical 1 
construction. The sentence is this, viz:— 
*‘befure tbeelection, an attempt was made, 
by an abusive letter published in the Colum¬ 
bian Observer at Philadelphia, a paper 
which, as has since transpired, was sus¬ 
tained by Mr. Senator Ratuo the colleague, 
the fiieod and the hiogra[iher of General 
Jackson, to assail iny motives and to deter 
me in the exercise of my duty.” Mr. Ea¬ 
ton coostrues this to say, lhat the paper 
was sustained to assail motives and to de¬ 
ter from the exercise of duty—whereas it 
is obviously the meaning of the sentence, 
that an attempt was made by an abusive 
letter (published iu that paper) to assail 
nmtives and defer from the exercise of duty 
If there is fault any where it is in the priot- 
ing—the words “a paper which, as has since 
transpired, was sustained by Mr. Senator 
Eaton tbe colleague, the (lieod aod the 
biographer of Gen. Jackson” ought to have 
been marked as a parenthesis, then no per¬ 
son however unskilled could have doubted 
—aa it it, we acarceiy believe that any 
reader of newapapera would Lave fallen 
upon the unhappy and unnatural construc¬ 
tion of Mr. Senator Eaton. 

This is noliceil to show first, the dispo¬ 
sition to view in the worst light, all Mr 
Clay saya—and sncoodly to prove that no 
great stress ought to be placed on Mri 
Senator Eaton's reasopiugs and construc- 
liuDi. 

The connexion of Mr. Senator Eaton 
with the Columbian Observer is managed 
but weakly by him.

Sweet Water Lake, July 8th, 1827. 
Shortly after our arrival last fall ia 
winter quarters, we made preparations to 
explore Ihe country lying south west of 
the Great Salt Lake. Having but little 
or DO winter weather, six of us took our 
departure about the middle of February, 
and proceeded by forced marcbea into the 
cduotry by way of the Eutaw Lake—which 
lies abnut 80 miles south of the Sweet 
Water Lake, is thirty miles tong end tea 
broad. It is plentifully oupplieo with fiab. 
which form the principal eubsisleDce of 
the Eutaw tribe of Indians. We passed 
thro'igh a large swamp of bull rushes, wbfa 
suddeoly the Lake preseuted itself to one 
view. Ou its hanks were a number o 
buildiogs constructed of boll rushes; and 
resembliog muskrat houses These WO 
soon discovered to be wigwons, Id which 
Ihe Indians remained during the stay of the 
1 ice. As there is not a tree within yhtco 
miles, iheir principal fuel is bull ru-shes.
